157 AVERY ATTRACTIVE GROUP OF THE VIRGIN AND CHILD, 


by André Beauneveu, worked in Tournai marble, the Virgin is 
depicted standing, her head inclined towards the Child at her 
breast, Who is supported on her right arm, her veil is secured 
by a jewelled circlet, which shows traces of gilding, as does 
also her hair; her robe, the folds and drapery of which are 
finely rendered, is confined at the waist by a narrow buckled 
belt, 28400. high ; French, 14th Century 


André Beauneveu, painter and sculptor, was a native of Valen- 
ciennes, and was employed by Charles V at his court in Paris. 
One of his most important works is the monument of Charles 
V, made in 1364, during the king’s lifetime. The recumbent 
effigy exists in St. Denis, but the rest of the tomb has been 
destroyed. 

Many of Beauneveu’s works came to England. 

He died about 1413.
